The 
settlement of the difficulties has been 
in the hands of a committee ap- 
pointed for that purpose and that 
committee, it is presumed, waited 
upon Mi. Barnes this morning with 
the result mentioned, 
The settle- 


ment is in the nature of a com- 
promise, both officials and employes 
making concessions. The strike took 
place two weeks ago today and it has 
been one of the most orderly and best 
conducted struggles of its kind in the 
history ot labor. At no time during1 


the strike was there any ill feeling 
exhibited between the shop officials 
an'd the men. One of the former com- 
mented upon this in conversation 
with a Sentinel representative this 
morning, saying that it was more 
like a mutual suspension of sh 
work than a strike. Dm ing the con- 
tinuance of the strike the men who 
participated in it agreed to not go 
within a square of 'the shop and so 
far as is known they strictly ob- 
served this agreement. 
The settle- 


ment of the dispute will be welcomed 
by the business men, whose interests 
are more or less affected toy it.

perhaps niowfhere a wider scope for 
their exercise. 
To successfully con- 


duct the affairs of a railroad one 
should not only have a practical 
knowledge cf the details of the busi- 
ness, gained; from expeiience, but 
should have executive ability and a 
thorough knowledge of men, as th-e 
human element is a most important 
factor in the problem, He must be 
able to select competent and trust- 
worthy lieiitenants, command the 
1'oyal ty of hi s subordinates, while 
maintaining1 strict discipline and 
dealing justly by all. 
He must keep 


in 'close touch with the people and 
interests of his tenitory, in ordei 
that the public may be best served 
and that he may best meet the ever 
changing condition's. 
The greater 


number of our successful managers 
of the past have had ibut little beyond 
a practical education gained in the 
service, and the value of which can 
not be overestimated, tout changing

one ofthem that of the fourteen dia- 
mond rings dealing with importa- 
tions from the Philippines and the 
other known as the second Dooley 
case, involving the question of ex- 
portations from the United States to 
Poi-to Rico, failed to receive atten- 
tion today and they go over until the 
next- term. 


THE NORDSTROM: CASE. 


The United States supreme court 


today affirmed the judgment of the 
supreme court of the state of Wash- 
ing-ton iu the case cf 
Charles W. 


Nordstrom, under sentence of death 
on the charge of murder committed 
in that state, and directed that the 
mandate be issued afc once. The im- 
mediate issue of the mandate in the 
Mordstrom case coming 
from 
the 


federal court of Washington also was 
ordered. 


These orders 
dispose of all the 


Nordstrom cases before the court and, 
so far as this tribunal is concerned, 
leave him to his fate. 


The case has become famous by 


reason of the fact that Word Strom's 
death sentence lias been postponed 


-for -nine-years by reason 
of legal 


complications. 


NO CHANGE OF TARIFF. 


The treasury 
officials 
discussed 


with much interest today 
the de- 


cisions of the supreme court yester- 
day in the insular 
cases, and the 


conclusion has been reached 
that 


nothing in these decisions is conclu- 
sive upon the government to change 
its administration 
of the 
customs 


laws as to the Philippine 
islands, 


and therefore duties will continue to 
be collected on imports from those 
islands as heretofore and until the 
court shall have decided specifically 
that the islands are in the same sit- 
uation with respect to the United 
States as Porto Rico. 


MR. GRIGGS' VIEWS. 


Naw York, May 28.-—Former At- 


torney General Griggs. in an inter- 
view upon the supreme court Porto 
Rican decisions, said: 


"It is a splendid victory for the 


administration on the vital principle 
of expansion. It is unnecessaiy for 
me to say that I am. thoroughly sat- 
isfied with the result. It is a clear 
cut victory for the government on the 
only really important point involved. 
Three distinct classes of action were 
involved; one protesting- against the 
collection of tariff upon imports from 
Porto Rico after the 
date of our 


armed occupancy of the island ami 
before the date of the ratification of 
the treaty of peace; another protest- 
ing against tariff charges 
on im- 


ports between the ratification and 
the passage of the Foraker act, and 
n third attacking the Foraker law 
as unconstitutional. 


"The decision scores a victory for 


the administration in the first of 
these classes and upon the all-im- 
portant third. 


"The 
anti-administration 
party 


wins .in the 
second class. 
That 


triumph is a mere matter of dollars 
and cents. Importers will get back 
the money paid in tariff between the 
ratification and the passage-of the 
Foraker act. 
Importers, who paid 


without protesting will not get their 
money back. 


"The court decides that the Fora- 


ker act is constitutional, that .this 
country has the legal right to gov- 
ern its new possessions as territories, 
to make special laws for them and 
to tax their products. 


"This has been the contention of 


the administration 
from the very 


start. It was the principal issue in 
the last campaign for president. Our 
Porto Ricau legislation was selected 
liy Mr. Bryan as the main point of 
attack in his^ Indianapolis 
speech. 


The decision puts a quietus upon that 
sort of thing and takes the/matter 
out of" politic* for all.-timei.* 
-.• ' •• 


"This decision is final. There cai 


be no appeal. The decision will noi 
hurt Porto Kican trade in the least.' 


WHAT MR. ROOT SAYS. 


New York, 
May 
28.—Secretary 


Root is quoted in a Washington dis- 
patch to the Tribune as saying of 
the supreme court's decisions in the 
insular cases: 


"Unquestionably 
the decision of 


the court sustains the contentions, 
theories and policy adopted by the 
administration in conducting the af- 
fairs of the Spanish islands since the 
ratification of the Paris treaty. The 
upholding of the Foraker act sig-ni- 
ftes that congress lias the power to 
legislate without 
being- limited by 


the provisional contingencies of the 
constitution; For instance, the con- 
stitutional provision • setting- forth 
that uniform duties 
must be col- 


lected does not apply to the islands, 


"The general result of the decision 


is certainly veiy gratifying. 


'Of course, 
there -will 
-be some 


little embarrassment caused by the 
holding- that no duties can 'be col-
